that exceeded $10. 
To this Bryant replied, 
“ With 
that 
statement 
C. T. 
Johnson just convicted himself. 
“ Apparently we are more fam­ 
iliar with the Texas E l e c t i o n 
Code than C. T. Johnson, Sec­ 
tion 244 (e) says that a candidate 
is not required to list the names 
and addresses of persons with 
whom he spends less than $10, 
but this does not relieve him of 


the responsibility of reporting the 
expenditure itself. 
“ We appreciate the fact that 
C. T. Johnson has plead guilty 
to the c h a r g e s that I made 
against him in Tyler, in which I 
stated that he had not reported 
all his campaign expenses.” 
Speaking before the North and 
East Texas Press Association in 
Tyler, on Friday, Bryant s a i d 
that in a deposition taken i n 
126th District Court at Austin on 
Oct. 
I, 1955, Johnson testified 
under oath that he spent only 
$125—“ no more and no less” — 
in t r a v e l i n g the length and 
breadth of Texas while campaign­ 
ing for 
Lt. 
Governor. 
Bryant 
supported his contention with a 
copy of the deposition in which 
these facts were presented. 
Under Texas’ election l a w s 
any candidate filing a f a l s e 
campaign expense statement i s 
ineligible to have his 
n a m e 
placed on the ballot at any sub­ 
sequent election.
